In order that the general public 
may understand OPA’S .stand in 
regard to the opening of Santa 
Anita and Hollywood Park, Frank 
Balthis Jr., Southland’s OPA dis¬ 
trict director, recently issued the 
following statement: 

"OPA does not discriminate 
against any sporting or recrea¬ 
tional event permitted by the 
State or municipal authorities. In 
view of the fact that a person 
may use his "A" gasoline to take 
care of home necessity and recre¬ 
ational driving, there would be 
no distinction between attending 
horse racing or any other sport¬ 
ing or recreational program. 

"However, it should be pointed 
out that it would be a violation 
of the gasoline regulations to use 
"B” or “C" coupons for this pur- 
po.se that is. gasoline obtained 
for occupational or preferred u.ses. 
Any violations of this rule will, 
of course, have to be reported to 
the local rationing boards.

Capt. L. M. Evans writes from 
Holland that it is rather hard to 
write at present, that he has gone 
through so much mentally and 
physically that It will take a little 
time to recouup. "I have been 
staying with a Dutch family here 
in Holland," he writes. "They are 
very poor and we have been shar¬ 
ing our Army rations with them 
so that they are eating better 
than they have for four years. 
We can't talk much but manage 
to make ourselves understood. 
The man was taken to Germany 
in 1940 and forced to work in a 
factory for two years until his 
health broke. 

“Every hour or so we see peo¬ 
ple dragged down the street by 
the local police. They are Quis¬ 
lings, the ones who worked with 
the Germans. 

"You remember reading of Gen¬ 
eral McNair being killed. I hap¬ 
pened to pass him in my ambu¬ 
lance as he was lying on the side 
of the roid. We had a load and 
so were unable to pick him up. 
I recognized his uniform as that 
of a general but didn’t know it 
was the body of General McNair. 
When we came back to the spot 
he had been taken away."

We have arranged for two 
chickens, a dozen eggs and two 
loaves of bread (white). I went 
to town the other day and had 
two big dishes of maple nut and 
vanilla Ice cream and topped it 
with two chocolate sundaes, also 
walked out with chocolate cone. 
It was the first I have had since 
the hospital in England. Mom, 
you sure picked a hard thing for 
me to try and get for you—tea 
cups I had several but they only 
lasted about a week. My expe¬ 
rience and Itinerary have In¬ 
creased considerably and will be 
very amusing to you when 1 am 
able to write about them. We are 
getting mostly canned and dehy¬ 
drated foods. We have preserved 
butter that doesn't melt and our 
dried cereal has sugar and pow¬ 
dered milk already in it and you 
just add water.

I N my young days, after completing a univers- 
sity course or other preparation for a profes¬ 
sion, young Australians desired in most cases 
to see Europe or study there, preferably at Ox¬ 
ford, before settling down in their homeland. This 
was long before the days of Rhodes scholars. It 
was in line with the old tradition of traveling to 
complete an education. Some of my classmates 
immediately left for Oxford. By teaching and 
saving for over a year, I was in a position to 
take a second-class passage, spend a few months 
in Oxford and - get safely home again if nothing 
turned up. Providentially the organ scholarship 
at Cuddesdon College provided me with two years’ 
residence free. 

O CEAN liners for Europe started from Sydney’s 
Circular Quay, a great semi-circular wharf 
which accommodated the Peninsular and Ori¬ 
ental, the Orient, the French, the German and the 
American boats. I chose the P. and O. SS. Par¬ 
ramatta. Going down to the steamer early, I 
visited my cabin and then went ashore to look 
around. On my w-ay a well-dressed man accosted 
me ; 3 aid he was traveling on my boat; would be 
glad to “chum up” with me on the voyage, and 
was I traveling “saloon?” Not being from the 
back-country, I knew about “confidence men.”

Warsaw Tragedy 

The white flag went up. The fight was over. 
Polish patriots who for 65 days had carried on 
their ill-timed battle against the Germans In War¬ 
saw were at the mercy of the Nazis—^who don’t 
know what mercy is. The Polish Govemment-in- 
exile charged that the Russians had deliberately 
delayed their advance toward Warsaw so as to 
allow the Polish patriots to be destroyed, 
Russians, In turn, accused the Poles of starting 
the uprising for political purposes and without due 
regard for the military situation. That the up¬ 
rising was premature is now tragically evident. 
It may be many years before the truth of the 
situation will finally be sifted from the mass of 
charges and coimter-charges. Warsaw has been 
leveled, thousands of persons have died, but worst 
of ali Russian-Polish relations have suffered an¬ 
other disastrous setback. The Warsaw debacle is 
over, but the intense ill feeling about it may rise 
up in the years ahead to endanger the peace in 
Eastern Europe.

What to Do With Germany 

When Secretary Morgenthau recently suggested 
a plan to deprive postwar Germany of its heavy 
industry, a great cry went up. “You can’t do 
that to Germany,” shouted Americams and Britons 
who were volubly seconded by none other than 
Herr Goebbels himself. Mr. Morgenthau was ac¬ 
cused of desiring to reduce Germany to a mere 
agricultural state. 

As we understand it, however, his plan does not 
call for the removal of all German industry, but 
of heavy industry only. After World War I, the 
Reich was allowed to keep its big plants. In fact, 
we poured billions of dollars into new ones because 
we thought they were good investments. Well, 
they were—for Hitler. When he started the re- 
larmament program the factories were there to 
be used. 

Now, If we again permit heavy Industry to 
flourish in Germany when peace comes—a peace 
bought at the cost of millions of lives—will we 
not be inviting the German people to get ready 
for a third attempt at world domination? Of 
course, “this time” we would "control” the situa¬ 
tion. Yes, for how long? 

If Germany started to re-arm five years after 
the close of the war, of course we would step in. 
But what about 20 or 25 years from now, when 
the fear and fury of today have completely sub¬ 
sided? Would we “bother” then? 

We are told that German heavy industry is es¬ 
sential to Europe's peacetime economy. But we 
ask, doesn’t Ehirope suffer incomparably more 
from German aggression built up on the heavy 
industries of the Reich, than It would by being 
deprived of the peacetime benefits of those Indus¬ 
tries? 

An ounce of prevention is worth—millions of 
lives—our children’s lives.

Tbls was a tjrplc^i example of the white man a 
justice, which has saved many a situation in far 
places of the earth. An injustice to one Arab 
boy was sufficient reason for a white official to 
get out of bed at night and come instanUy over 
the water to his aid, simply in the interests of 
justice To some of us today it seoms that our 
concern about injustice is being blunted. Over 
my radio I recently heard a report by a commen¬ 
tator visiting Australia, who wrote sarcastically 
of men striking over an injustice to one girl. To 
any sort of a Christian every single Individual 
is of infinite value. An American takes seriously 
the tradition of equality to which “all men” are 
created. One shoemaker in Zabem in 1913, 
knocked off the sidewalk by a Prussian lieutenant, 
hurt the feelings of the world, as Herbert Agar 
says in his book, ”A Time of Greatness.” When 
one young Frenchman, Dreyfus, was unjustly 
Jailed he says, there was no peace at all in 
France until the injustice was revoked. A natural 
religion sees behind the individual Arab boy, Aus¬ 
tralian girl, Zabem shoemaker, French officer, 
the brother and sister, each the child of God. And 
as Willkie and Agar and Wallace imply, the United 
States would seem to be ordained to bring to the 
world this spiritual sense of the equality of the 
members of the human race. 


Liberty Ships 

Almost two years ago, the keel of a Liberty 
ship, the Robert E. Peary—was laid at the Rich¬ 
mond shipyards. Four days later the ship was 
launched, and three days after that it was ready 
for its trial run. 

As we recall, it was loaded immediately after 
the trial run and put to sea with a full cargo 
and crew—all this within two weeks of the keel 
laying. 

At that time some persons shook their beads 
and wondered how long a ship that was “thrown 
together” could last. Well, so far, we are told, 
she has done ‘“pretty well.” She has been all 
through the South Seas and the European area, 
and is still going strong after a collision with an¬ 
other ship, damage from a depth bomb, and a 
collision with a submerged object. 

The Liberty ships were built in a hurry to do 
a Job that could not wait. They were by no means 
the best built ships ever turned out. But they 
have done the Job. And of the hundreds that were 
turned out, extremely few ever proved unseaworthy. 

Most of them, like the Robert E. Peary, have 
taken some hard knocks but they’re still sailing. 
That’s one of the big reasons why we’re winning 
the war.
